The board of trade held an interest- 


ing meeting Wednesday evening lo 
discuss propositions of two different 
firms to come with a good manufac- 
turing plant each to Coshocton. The 
propositions were carefully consider- 
ed and promptly acted upon. 


The first was made by the Killbuctr 


company 
which manufactures tbe 


"Killbuck Chief"x road wagon and 
proposed to bring 25 to 35 hands here 
and manufacture heavy wagons. The 
firm guarantees 10- yeats' /location 
of 
the 
plant here and 
after 


live years proposed to increase tbe 
number employed to ,75 or more. The 
firm will be asked to send a represent- 
ative to the next meeting of the 
board. 


A Hanover clay, and brick compa- 


ny's proposition could not be enter- 
tained because a $23,000 cash bonus 
was asked. The company is a good 
one and the proposition fair but the 
board feared to attempt to take steps 
to bring the enterprise here. 


The board will meet in secret ses- 


sion tonight fo consider some Import- 
ant matters. 


DIVORCE UNCONTESTED. 


Mrs. Mand teetrick Granted a Dtcree on 


Grounds of Wilful Absence. 


The divorce case of Mrs. Maud 


Teatrick against her husband, Rich* 
ard Teetrick, was heard in probate 
court Tuesday evening. The divorce 
was granted on the ground of wilful 
absence for more than three years. 


The testimony showed that the 


couple were married in Bucyrus when 
Mrs. Teetrick, trhen Miss Adams, was 
18 years old, Mr. TeetriCK being 32. It 
was also shown that seven months 
after their marriage Teetrick was 
sent to the penitentiary for seven 
years for burglary. 
This fact, how-

divorce action. Mrs. Teemck was re- 
stored to her maiden name of Maud 
E. Adams. She resides in this city. 
Mr. Teetrick is a resident cf Bucyrus. 


The case was uncontested, Joe L.

GRAND JURY RISES 


After Four Days' Deliberation Finding Thir- 


teen New Bills and Ignoring Eleven. 


The grand jury completed its work 


Thursday noon and was discharged by 
Judge Maxwell. Four days were con- 
sumed in tbe examination of the cases 
coming before it, a number of cases of 
considerable importance being con- 
sidered. 


Leander McVey, of New Castle, 


foreman of the grand jury gave tbe 
report. Twenty-i'our cases were con- 
sidered, necessitating the examina- 
tion of 108 witnesses. The bills found 
are: Failure to provide, 'one; incest, 
two; larceny, one; horse stealing, one; 
assault and battery, three; burglary, 
one; robbery, one; horse stealing and 
!--ceny, one; house breaking, one; as- 
sault, one. Eleven cases were ignored.

The trouble between Elson and Pal- 


mer that, it was claimed, resulted in 
Palmer's death later, occurred in the 
bar of the Park hotel Nov. 15.. 1900. 
The complete story ofthe trouble has 
been published in THE AGE as was 
the%result of the coroner's inquest and 
the story of Elson's trial before Mayor 
Cassingham. 
The case occupied the attention of 


oj.the grandjury for one whole day 
and the incidents leading up to the 
trouble were closely inquired into. It 
is understood considerable time was 
tdken up in the exam:nation of medi- 
cal testimony. This case was the last 
inquired into by the grand jury before 
rising.

People who have lived in Coshocton 


for th'e oast seven years aod who have 
noted its-progress day by day do not, 
in fact caa not, appreciate the full 
value of it as can a former resident 
who returns after an absence of that 
period;. Like the human body, which 
physiologists say renews itself every 
seven years and which its possessor 
knows to be a new body, though he 
does*'not appreciate the 
change, a 


growing healthy city swells out, en- 
larges, becomes imbued-with life and 
energy almost without the knowledge 
of tts inhabitants. It is well for them 
to pause1 occasionally fand review, as 
do the pupils of the schools.; 


Looking backward seven years -it is 


found the'city had no sewer system', 
the only attempt at sewer building 
having been m;ide by private parties 
who constructed a small sewer from 
Fourth street along Main to the river 
and which it is understood has been 
abandoned. Now a complete sewer 
system, with its accompanying conve- 
niences public and private, U Installed 
and instead of being a luxury has be- 
come a necessity. Ir) tlie same period 
the streets have been paver' adding 
much to the value of- property, and 
more to the attractiveness of the city 
to the farmer as a marketing and 
trading point. 


Incandescent electric lighting has 


been added and the pleasure and ben- 
efit to be derived from that enter- 
prise are incalculable.But ashorttiine 
previously arc lights for street light- 
ing had been put in and'the new wa- 
ter works installed. 


Then comes the 
telephone 
ex- 


changes adding to the convenience 
and comfort of the citizen and fur- 
thermore placing him in Closer touch 
with the people of the city and coun- 
try. Following this closely came tbe 
daily newspaper placing him in touch 
with the world. 


But one more great improvement 


was needed that the citizen of Co- 
shocton might utilize all the other 
advantages to the full and that came 
on the heels of all the others, namely, 
free delivery of mails and the wonder- 
ful improvement of the mail service. 
These and attendant conveniences, 
facilities 
ar.d blessings mark the 


transformation of a aioss grown and 
sleepy village into a wide awake mod: 
ern city. 


After all, though startling.it should 


not seem strange for it is the genius 
of the -Twentieth Lcentu'ry who has 
come, as he always will, to those who 
have the grit and .fearlessness to rub 
the Aladdin lamp of enterprise as pro- 
gressive citizens of Coshocton have 
done in the last decade of the Nine- 
teenth century.

prominent American contractor, • and 
his business partner, Tbeodoria Car- 
raaza, a wealthy Spanish merchant, 
were arrested on a charge of furnish- 
ing supplies to the Filipinos. 


The men are charged with the con- 


ducting of the business of buying copra 
(the dried kernel1 of the coccanut bro- 
ken up for export) from the insur- 
gent presidentes at Pagsanjan, it the 
eastern extremity of Laguna de Bay, 
and also with paying assessments for 
the insurgent cause. Other evidence 
adduced was to the effect that the pris- 
oners have supplies of the striped 
clothing used for insurgent uniforms. 
Both the insurgent presidentes who 
claim to have dealt with Carranza and 
Carman are now imprisoned in 'Manil- 
la: One of th' em," Fabella, fears flang- 
ing, because he was •captured as 'an- in- 
surgent; 'after having sworn 'allegiance 
to the United States.

Other 
Manilla merchants are being investi- 
gated.

the provinces of Pampanga, Pacgasi- 
nan and Tarlac.

The 
latter, a northern province, is added 
by General MacArthur to the list of 
those Regarded as ready sfor,provincial 
government.

island. 


In the Senate. 


Washington, .Feb. 7.—Two important 


measures,were disposed..61 .by the sen- 
ate, the military academy appropriaT 
tion bill and the war revenue reduction 
•measure. "• The only -change made m 
the former. was; the strengthening of 
the provision against hazing at West 
Point. The war revenue reduction bill 
was then called before, the senate. , A 
determined but unsuccessful.effort was 
made to reduce the tax on bank checks 
and to provide that telegraph and ex- 
press companies should bear the bur- 
den of the tax on^ messages and pack- 
ages sent.. The finance committee's 
amendment levying a tax on transac- 
tions in so-called "bucketshops," modi- 
fying the tax upon cigars -and cigar- 
ettes and providing for a rebate on un- 
broken packages of tobacco, in addi- 
tion to several others of a minor char- 
aet~er,; were adopted. 


The manor!ty ^vigorously protested 


against the holding of night sessions 
for consideration of the shipping sub- 
sidy bill, contending that -it is an at- 
tempt to break down the opposition. 


Another Hazing Bill. 


Washington, Feb; 7. — The special 


committee of the house ;which investi- 
gated hazing at West Point has prac- 
tically completed its labors and has 
framed its report and the bill which 
will be proposed as a remedy for the 
evil. Both bill and report will be pre- 
sented to the house as soon as they 
can be printed. The; recommendations 
will be very; stringent, and it is said 
that the action of the senate in pro^ 
yiding expulsion from the academy and 
ineligibility for army appointment is 
exceedingly mild compared with the 
legislation 
proposed by the special 


committee. 


For Submarine Boats. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—The< senate 


committee on naval affairs has con- 
cluded its consideration of the naval 
bill; The committee amends the bill 
so as to provide for the purchase ot 
three Holland torpedo boats, and in-: 
Btead of authorizing the secretary of 
the navy to con tract for four new yes- 
eels, as provided in the bill as. it passed, 
the house, he is required to furnish 
plans for four vessels, .the plans to be 
completed by the beginning of ihe first 
session of the next congress. 


Postoffice Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—Debate on the 


postoffice appropriation bill closed at 
noon in the house. About two hours 
were occupied by Chairman Loud of the 
postoffice committee, who. was a mem- 
ber of the postal commission, in the 
discussion of the subjects, investigated 
by it. The remainder of the time was 
occupied*in debate upon the three sub- 
jects of pneumatic tube service, special 
mail facilities and railway mail pay.

the report that M. Jules Cambon, the
